He studied at rtie school 
of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and at the Academic Julien, 
Paris, under Jean Paul Laurens,, exhibiting at the Salon Champ 
de Mars in 1895 and 1896. He was awarded a bronze medal at 
the Pan-American Exposition, 1901; a silver medal for oil paint- 
ing, and a bronze medal for water-color at the St. Louis 
Exposition, 1904. He is a member of the New York Water 
Color Club and of the Copley Society, Boston. 

Mr. Murphy’s paintings were exhibited in the Albright Art 
Gallery, in Buffalo, last March. The Academy Notes for April, 
1907, says that “they constituted one of the most beautiful col- 
lections ever shown in Buffalo. . . . They are serious works 
by a serious man, who certainly must rank among the great 
painters of our time when he is better known.”
